Now he wants to take 
them away. He wants to deprive her 
even of the presents he gave her in 
their courtship days.” 

For a time it seemed oppoging coun- 
sel might come to blows. Mr. Kirkland 
glared at Mr. Austrian as he declared 
his words had been misrepresented by 
the latter in his closing argument. 

“ He insinuated in his argument that 
I had insulted this court and that I 
ought to apologize,” said Mr. Kirkland. 
“T have done no such thing, and this 
court knows in what great respect I 
hold it. But he, on his part, should 
apologize. He has openly instructed 
this court as to what course ft should 
pursue in this matter.” 

Likens Peggy to a Flower. 

Attorney Charles H. Tuttle, who 
opened the rebuttal arguments for 
Peggy, pictured her as “flower in a 
neighbor’s garden.”

-“Now in thinking back, Joyce cat.- 
not believe that he acted as he did 
because he was in love. He wishes to 
uscribe his actions in being married 
to her, to a conspiracy between her 
and her stage aunt, to extort money 
from him.

Calls Charges “ Anonymous.”

F there had been, space the headlines 

above should have read: Babies with 

Diarrhoea in Hot Weather. ‘Thanks 

to better sanitation diarrhoea in 
adults has ceased to be a disease of any 
importance excepting to those due to 
chronic dysentery. hoea in adults 
does more good than harm. Besides, hot~- 
weather is not a factor of importance in 
adult diarrhoea.

“The tyne to treat these cases of in- 
testindl indigestion in order to secure 
most effective prevention of severe and 
grave disease is before the physician 
sees the patient. The reduction in ths 
mortality rests in the education of the 
mother to the point of recognizing that 

a loose green stool is a danger signal. 
whea it occurs she is to give a big dose 
of castor oil (two teaspoonfuls), stop

Years ago it built the Hennepin canal, 
at a cost of $7,500,000, to link the Mis- 
gissippi and the Illinois rivers. 

As far as La Salle is a tremendous 
watercourse system with a minimum 
epth of seven feet. But between Lock- 
ort and La Salle, some sixty-four 

jles, is a break in the chain. Back 

1908 the voters put through the con- 
titutional amendment authorizing $20,- 
900,000 of bonds to construct the miss- 
ing link, but political conflict in the 
1909 legislature applied the anesthetic, 
and the project went into a slumber 
from which it only began to wake three 
or four years ago.

crisis and become again the cockpit 
and center of international strife. 


Humanhly speaking, the salvation of 
China and the peace of the orient, and 
therefore, I venture to -say, of the 
world, rests,.in the last analysis, upon 
a just appreciation of the whole situa- 
tion by popular opinion in the United 
States. Bland’s book will do much, I 
believe, to bring this about. The man- 
ner of telling is, as always with Mr.
